THE LITTLE RAT MULE, 


DISAPPEARING FROM THE STREET 


RAILWAY SERVICE. 
'' 


Where Ba Cpines from smd Whence Be 


la Goings—What He' Coats, Brokea suii 
tTnbroken—A Hardy Little Brute—HI* 
Work and Tears of Service. 
How often one hears the remark, 


"Just look at those mules drawing that 
oar; they look like rate." They have 
tlms become known very generally as 
little rat mules, and the description is a 
good one certainly. Many of themdop'fc 
took much larger than a good sized, 
goat, being BO small that th$y are' hi 
from the people in the carpy the dash- 
boar* in front. It certainly does iook 
cruel to make them poll a car lowJed 
down with people, a loud that woijld 
strain powerful horses on an up grade, 
It ia like a great via<>ny.. other tbiogfj, 
however. 


It is cruel only in appearance. The 
little mole is equal to this and much 
more. If the car would hold more peo- 
ple he and his mate would pull it any 
place, and on a level would take it skip- 
ping along so fast that you would almost 
begin to think no other motive power 
was required to realize rapid transit. He 
lias endurance, speed and strength, and 
thi'ives where an animal more hardy and 
stronger in appearance would soon die. 


rapid motion he goes by jumps and 


jerks, but he accomplishes the desired 
result, and is one of the most servicea- 
ble animals to be had in' the street rail- 
way business. 


He is, however, rapidly disappearing, 


jiving way to mechanical motors. As 
ihe old darky'said when he saw the elec- 
tric cars, "The Yankees is great peo- 
>le; they wa'ut satisfied ter free do 
ligga, and now they've* done gone and 
'reed de mules." That is about the case. 
!n St. Louis, for instance, the little rat 
mules—and, for that matter, the larger 
mule and the horse—are few in number, 
not one in thirty for those employed as 
recently as three years ago. With our 
norease in population, new industries, 
etc., this Is a somewhat remarkable 
statement, but it is correct. 


The little rat mule is a peculiar ani- 


nal. Born and raised in the southwest, 
Texas and Mexico, he is now going to 
he south and southeast for service jn 
he plantations. In the very recent past,j 
vhen all the street cars were drawn by 
lorses and mules, the demand for them 
was very great for that purpose, but as 
hings generally equalize themselves, so 
tas the demand for horses and mules. 
?he street railway companies which 
lave changed to cable or .electric'motor 
lower have generally disposed of their 
ive stock to very fair advantage, though 
here are still on hand some of the little 
rat mules that are unused. 


This little animal is one of some value, 
hough he does not look it. Twenty dol- 
ars would be a very fair valuation, tra'; 
n fixing that estimate yo'u would be 
way_ off,the.mark. Unbroken hecom- 
uands considerable ~mure—t/bau~tt*»t.-i 
fhe cheapest lot that ever came to St. 
jotds, probably, was one of 200, the 
iricepaid for them being a few cents 
ess than twenty-six dollars per head, 
rat they were unbroken. He is a stub- 
>orn little brute, and there is considera- 
ble labor in breaking him so he can be 
rat ahead of a bobtail and trusted to 
ihe average driver. 
Thus broken he 


ms a value of sixty to seventy-five dol- 
are. 


One would naturally suppose that his 


raiser would break him, and get his en- 
lanced price, but, as a rule, he has come 


the St. Louis railroads as wild as 


could be, and also as stubborn, but the 
employees of the companies have had a 
great deal of fun in breaking them in 
md reducing them to tractability. They 
mve also had some exciting experiences, 
oo, as the little fellow has heels quite as 
lerviceable as his larger relative, and he 
mows how to use them too. You have 
;ot to look out for them, and you have 
rot to put some muscle into use when 
?ou think you have an easy task to hold 
hem with the lines. This is not at all 
easy sometimes, as he has strength and 
frequently n very hard mouth—hard 
inongh to pull a bobtail car by it with 
ihe traces slackened. 


It has been said that it seems cruel to 


run these little fellows to a street car 
oaded down with passengers. To the 
contrary, there are few animals which 
lave an easier life. The pulling of the 
car is nothing to them. They can laugh 
at that and grow fat. Twenty-five to 
>hirty miles a day for them is nothing at 
all, and that is about what they cov- 
er, with rests between trips. Through 
with their day's wort, they are turned 
nto a big yard, where they run and roll 
as they please. They never die, or at 
east the employees of the street rail- 
ways never hear of their dying. When 
,hey approach that period of life they 
are sold or sent off to the farm, where 
,hey may still be of some use. 


They are aged before that time comes, 
lowever. There are, for instance, little 
rat mules as much as 20 or 25 years old 
till in service here, and some which 
lave been in the service twelve and 
If teen years. And still they are, to all 
appearances, good for several years yet. 
Dhey are as strong and active as ever, 
apparently, and will likely a year from 
now start in for a second life on a south- 
irn plantation. This is a long time for 
an animal to tramp over granite and 
other kinds of paving, through mud and 
n all kinds of weather, but the limit 
las seemingly never been reached with 
this hardy little fellow. He might be 
subjected to twice as much, possibly, and 
still not fall under it. 


In addition to performing service 


equal to that of the home or the large 
mule, the little ra.t mule is one of the 
easiest animals known in the care re- 
[uired. It might, in fact, be said that 


really does not require any care. He 


lourishes beet when allowed to rough it. 
He is, of course, fed grain and hay, but 
le is not in the least fastidious about his 
'ood, as is the horse, and in the absence 
if anything else would probabl; 


INDIAN CLUBS FOR .GIRLS. 


A IleuUligiviiiK Practice That In With I 


the Reach of Everybody. 


Girls, if you feel the need of regular 


healthgiviug exercise you will find noth- 
ing better than swinging the Indian 
clubs. Many who cannot afford a tri- 
eycle or a, pony, or who do not live near 
» good gytonasinm, are trying to find a 
substitute for these favorite aids to good 
health. And to these the clubs offer 
the means for delightful exercise and 
amusement, and one whose price comes 
within the limits of the scantiest purse. 
Indian clubs have long been used by 
professional trainers and the gymnasts 
of all the colleges, but it is a novelty to 
see them in the hands of girls. 


They may be used in classes, accom- 


panied by music, or alone in the privacy 
of the home. The former method is, of 
course, the most pleasant, as there is al- 
ways a chartn in work or play where 
others share in it. A. teacher of gym- 
nastics in one of our charitable institu- 
tions thus describes her exercises in 
classes: 


"We meet once every day and swing 


the clubs for one hour, keeping time to 
the music of the piano. Our idea is not 
so much to develop muscles in excess as 
it is to gain elasticity of the muscles and 
suppleness of motion. Thus we cause 
the heart to beat full and strong, and at 
the same time induce free respiration 
and the fullest expansion of the lung's, 
such as would be impossible to obtain in 
any other way. In the sweeping curves, 
with the arms extended at full length, 
;he pectoral muscles lift the ribs up- 
ward and carry them outward, allowing 
:ree entrance of fresh air into the apices 
of the lungs. More than half the peo- 
ple never take a really full breath; that 
s, they never fill the lungs entirely and 
completely with t fresh air, partly from 
negligence and partly because of some 
impediment in the fit of the clothing." 
* If there be the slightest tendency to- 
ward consumption, or any other trouble 
of the breathing apparatus, the Indian 
clubs will prove a wonderful boon to the 
sufferer. The following exercise, taken 
regularly every day, at least morning 
and evening, will soon inake a new girl 
or boy out of the delicate patient: 


Stand by the open window, head erect, 


shoulders thrown back and inouth closed, 
inhale the fresh air slowly through the 
nostrils until the lungs are filled to the 
utmost capacity. Then exhale just as 
slowly until every particle of the now 
used up air is emptied from the air ves- 
sels. 
Unless one has tried these slow 


and careful breathings, it ia impossible 
;o realize the difference between these 
and the half way method of every day. 


Singers and speakers soon double their 


power of holding the breath, and the in- 
n-eased quantity of oxygen thus taken 
uto the system paints roses on the palest 
cheeks. 


If these exercises are taken jtist before 


an evening of study or other mental 
work, they will aid wonderfully in mak- 
ng the task a pleasure. If one has taken 
cold, or is suffering from indigestion, 
,here is no better way to stir up the 
•Ao^a,— ttaTOr^jfjgii the trouble, than 
;he graceful Indian cIHD'exercise; 
] 


These clubs can be bought in almost 


any large town, costing from fifty cents 
;o one dollar or more the pair, depend- 
ng upon the weight and the finish. For 
girls the proper weight is one and a half 
or two pounds. It ia best to start with 
a light club, and as the muscles'grow 
itrong change the weight accordingly. 
They can be made at almost any car- 
>enter'd shop, so that no one need bo 
vithout them on account of living in 
;he country. 


In swinging the club almost any dress 


may be worn if it be loose enough. Of 
course the girl who wears corsets will not 
care to practice gymnastics. A loose 
jlouse waist and plain skirt, such as is 
usually worn for lawn tennis, is the Very 
>est style of dress for all physical exer- 
cise. 


At first the unusual strain will make 


;he muscles sore and perhaps blister the 
lands, but these troubles are soon over, 
and the club swinging becomes an un- 
mixed pleasure as well as benefit. 


A physician in recommending it says: 
Those with weak lungs should begin 


with gentle movements and gradually 
ncrease. Do not practice until you are 
ired out, for then much of the good will 
>e lost. Any one who will take up this 
exercise, j udiciously practicing every day 
n a well ventilated room, or out of doors 
when the weather will permit, will cer- 
;ainly find beneficial results. As a phy- 
sician I recommend it, because it ismuch 
more enjoyable and much cheaper than 
aking'medicine."—E, A. Matthews in 
Sarper's Young People,

It 
provides for the loaning by the United 
States of funds to States or Territories for 
the purpose of aeaiiting tbe construction of 
reservoirs, wells and other works to be 
used (or development, conservation and 
furnishing of water supply for irrigation in 
aid of agriculture. Loam to be made in 
any earn not exceeding $2,000,000 in any 
one year to a single State or Territory, nor 
exceeding a grand total of $10,000,000 to 
any one State or Territory. 
The bond's 


denominations are $500 each, redeemable 
in five years and maturing in fitly years, 
end bearing interest at 1 per cent per an- 


num, 
to be deposited with the United 


Treasurer, and the Secretary ol the Treas- 
ury is to issue thereon Uaited States notes 
in amount of the par value of the bonds, 
said notes to be legal tender.

that they had been poisoned, and an 
analysis of (he contents of the bottle, and 
of the stomach of Mia. Barnaby dis- 
closed the fact tlmt (hero was arsenic in 
both. 


Investigation revsalccl tho fact that 


tbo poisonous liquid was mailed at Bos- 
ton, Massachusetts, but by whom could 
not be asnertaiued. It «,is learned, how- 
ever, that Dr. Graves, who had been Mrs. 
Barnaby's business manager, as well as 
physician, knew that the lady had pro- 
vided in her will that he should receive 
435,000 after her death. Tins led the de- 
tectives to suspect Dr. Graves, as he had 
• motive for causing the death of Mrs. 
Barnaby. He was airested while at Dea- 
rer and indicted by the grand jury for 
murder, and the trial of iha case has at- 
tracted wide spread attention.
